OPEC output drops 
by 4.4 million in ’81 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (R) — OPEC crude ofl 
production suffered its sharpest drop ever 
last year, plunging to its lowest since 1969. 
The Petroleum InielBgence Weekly (PfW) said 
Monday. 

The/* Ay, a new York oil industry newslet- 
ter said output from OPEC (the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries) fell • 
to 22.5 million barrels daily in 1981, down 
4.4 million on 1980. The newsletter said the 
.highest OPEC annual total of 31.3 milli on 
barrels daily was recorded in 1 977. The 1 981 
plunge compared with a fall of 4.1 million in 
1980. 

Industry experts say recession, conserva- 
tion, the wider use of gas, coal and nuclear 
power and rising output by non-OPEC prod- 
ucers account for the fallin g OPEC total and 
the current glut in the international market. 
They say OPEC output may be even lower 
this year. “Every key indicator of world ofl 
market prices is pointing sharply downward,” 
PJW said. 

Industry sources say OPEC pressure is bui- 
lding to cut current output to ease glut and 
defend OPEC prices, aligned since late last 
year on a rate of S34 a barrel for the benchm- 
ark light crude. P/W said industry guesses on 
how for (OPEC) might lower output “ranged 
from a moderate one milli on cut to a surpris- 
ing two to three million barrels dally.” 

ThePJW said Libyan output in 1981 plun- 
ged 39 percent Kuwait’s was down 33 per- 


cent, Nigeria's 30 percent and Algeria's 21 
percent. A 66 percent drop in Iraqi output 
was mainly a result of the Gulf war. PAY said. 
It added that the only OPEC country to 
raise output last year was Indonesia, up sligh- 
tly. Non-OPEC producers pumped more ofl, 
adding to OPECs problem, with Mexico up 
19.4 percent and the Anglo-Norwegian 
North Sea up eight percent. 

Meanwhile, the official Algerian Press 
Service (APS) quoted informed sources 
Monday as saying a special session of the 
OPEC would be called next Saturday. There 
was no immediate confirmation from other 
OPEC sources that the group would meet to 
discuss the crisis posed by the current glut in 
the world market. Algeria is one of the 13 
members of OPEC hardest hit by foiling 
sales. 

The APS, monitored by Reuters in Paris, 
said the current OPEC president. United 
Arab Emirates Oil Minister Mana Said Al- 
Oteiba, had decided to call the special session 
after talking to other OPEC ofl ministers. 

Oil market analysts say an emergency 
OPEC session could tiy either to coordinate 
output cuts to bring oil supply and demand 
into better balance, or to cut at least some 
prices in a bid to stimulate flagging demand. 
OPEC might find it has to do both, they say. 
Ofl ministers of the group are not scheduled 
to meet until their next routine price-setting 
session in Quito, Ecuador, May 20.

3 EEC currencies devalued 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 22 (Agencies) — The 
Belgian and Luxembourg francs and the Dan- 
ish crown were devalued here Sunday night 
by 8.5 percent and three percent respectively 
against other currencies in the European 
Monetary System (EMS). 

The devaluations, agreed to grudgingly at a 
" marathon session of finance ministers of the 
10 -nation European Economic Community 
(EEC), were intended to ease the ailing eco- 
nomies of Belgium and Denmark. 

But they fell well short of the 12 percent 
and seven percent that Belgium and Denm- 
ark had pressed for before the emergency 
meeting. The devaluation was formally effec- 
tive only within the EMS, and the minister^ 
final communique said that bilateral excha- 
nge rates with all other currencies remained 
unchanged. 

The communique said the EEC had stood 
shoulder-to- shoulder with the Belgian gove- 
rnment in the hope that the changes would 
stabilize the EMS and strengthen both the 
EEC and the Belgian economy. 

The text said that “despite its different 
economic situation (i.e., much stronger), 
Luxembourg agreed to devalue its franc in 
the spirit of Luxembourg's long monetary 
. association with Belgium." 

Luxembourg's finance minister, Jacques, 
Santer, put it far more bluntly when he said 
early Monday that he was “dumbfounded 
and offended” by Belgium's failure to inform 
the Grand Duchy of its intention to devalue. 
The two countries’ currencies have been lin- 
ked by a monetary association dating from 
1922. 

Commenting on the 8.5 percent devalua- 
tion finally agreed upon, Belgian Finance 
Minister Willy de Clerco said it would give a 
major boost to Belgian exports. But Luxem- 
bourg foreign minister Colette Flesch was 
less enth usia stic. Luxembourg at one point 
threatened to sever its 59-year-old parity link 
with the Belgian franc in anger at the size of 
the devaluation demanded by Brussels. 

Mrs. __-ch said Luxembourg only agreed 
to go along with Belgium because of the 
long-standing association between the two 
countries. Belgium and Luxembourg are lin- 
ked in a monetary and economic union under 
which their two currencies have parity and an 
equal foreign exchange value. 

The negotiations — involving senior mone- 
tary officials Saturday and the EEC finance 
ministers Sunday — started with West Germ- 
any, France and Italy afl opposed to the size 


of the devaluation which Belgium asked for. 
Even so. the figure finally agreed was one of 
the biggest parity changes in the EEC for 
years. 

De Clercq. justifying the devaluation; said 
it was realistic and not excessive. “This is a 
once and for all operation.” he declared. The 
decision to uc vaiue the Belgian franc c^me 
after months of heavy speculation against the 
currency. 

Belgium's industrial revolution followed 
hard on Britain's in the 19th century and for 
years it was one of the most prosperous coun- 
tries in Europe. Now its industry has been 
severely weakened by recession, it was the 
highest unemployment rate in the EEC, and 
its balance of payments keeps sinking further 
into deficit. 

Denmark, which joined Belgium with a 
smaller devaluation, has also been suffering 
from economic difficulties and Danish gove- 
rnment officials said the realignment would 
help to boost Danish exports. 

The situation of Luxembourg, on the other 
hand, is quite the reverse. The EECs small- 
est state with only 358.000 inhabitants, it has 
become a thriving center for international 
banking operations and has a healthy balance 
of payments surplus. 

Government officials in Brussels had repe- 
atedly rejected any move to devalue the Belg- 
ian franc. But a recent study by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund said a major devalua- 
tion was essential for the country to revitalize 
its economy. 

The devaluation was 'the fifth since the 
EMS system of linked currencies was establi- 
shed in 1979. The previous one, last October, 
involved a 5.5 percent revaluation of the 
West German mark and the Dutch guilder 
and a three percent devaluation of the French 
franc and the Italian lire. 

The 10 EEC finance ministers were due to 
meet again March 15 to discuss measures for 
strengthening the European Monetary Sys- 
tem — particularly through coordination of 
members’ economic policies, streamlining of 
EMS mechanisms and greater use of the 
ECU (the European currency unit, whose 
value is calculated according rc> a weighted 
index of participating currencies). 

The devaluation acoord included a coroll- 
ary under which border taxes (subsidies and 
imposts) on farm products would nor be cha- 
nged untfl the conclusion of current negotia- 
tions on EECs agricultural prices for the 
1982-83 season.

As dollar rallies 


Gold plunges to two-year low 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (R) -- Gold fell to its 
lowest level since September 1979 in Europe 
Monday as traditional investors maintained 
their lack of enthusiasm for the metal. 

Dealers said a weaker dollar and news of a 
S3.1 billion fall in the U.S. money supply that 
could reduce pressure on American interest 
rates should have boosted gold, but foiled to 
encourage fresh buying. 

The metal was fixed at $364 an ounce in 
London Monday morning, continuing a dow- 
nward trend that accompanied reports last 
week that the Soviet Union was selling gold in 
Zurich. The dollar rallied slightly Monday 
after sharp falls in late New York trading on 
Friday following news of the greater titan 
expected drop in U.S. money supply. 

It rose in London to 2.3490 marks from an 
opening 2.3440 after falling on Friday to 
2.3500 in New York from London's 2.3623. 
In FrarVfiirt the dollar was fixed at 2.348*? 
marks after 2.3585 on Friday. Dealers said 
the market was cautious in case the dollar had 
been oversold and that one week’s money 
figures were hardly proof that upward press- 
ure on interest rates had been reversed. 

The Belgian and Luxembourg francs and 
the Danish crown showed a gentle slide agai- 
nst the dollar and sterling after being deval- 
ued within the European Monetary System 
(EMS) early Monday. 

Dealers said the Belgian franc traded quie- 
tly Monday below its new upper levels against 
\Other currencies in the EMS. 

The two devalued currencies rose to the 
top of the system, according to dealers' calcu- 


lations. The Belgian franc was the strongest 
currency, 0.29 percent above the crown and 
2.16 percent firmer than the mark, which 
became the system's weakest member. EMS 
rules allow currencies to fluctuate by 2.25 
percent up or down although the Italian lire 
has a six percent margin. 

Commercial bank economists said the dev- 
aluation of the Belgian franc could mean a 
sharp decline in the high Belgian interest 
rates used recently by the government to 
support its franc within the EMS. This could 
encourage other Common Market countries 
to relax their rates. 

Sterling was marked lower on reports that 
Britain might soon have to make a new cut in 
North Sea oil prices because of the continuing 
glut. The price was reduced by $1 .50 a barrel 
two weeks ago. Sterling eased- to 43490 
marks in London from Friday's 43775, and 
i ' Si .*490 fora 1.8527^ 

Dealers said sterling was also affected by 
lower money market interest rates, which 
eased on news of the U.S. money supply fig- 
ures. 

British domestic money market rates fell 
by about 5/16 of a point from Friday with the 
three-month rate for interbank sterling lend- 
ing at 14-Y4 percent. Eurodollar deposit rates 
also dropped by about half a point with three 
month deposits at 15-3/16 percent. 

The easing of dollar interest rates lifted 
share prices, and the London Financial Times 
index was up four points to 5663 at lunch- 
time. Most European stock markets also 
were higher. 


Mujahedeen denies role 


15 killed, 61 hurt in Iran blast 


BEIRUT, Feb. 22 (AP) — A powerful 
bomb hidden in a garbage truck killed 15 
persons and injured 61 others, including sch- 
ool children, guardsmen and pedestrians in 
Tehran Monday, according to the state-run 
media. 

Statements issued in Tehran indicated offi- 
cials in the capital city blamed the early morn- 
ing blast on the underground Mujahedeen 
Khalq urban guerrilla group which has waged 
an eight-month-old campaign of bombings 
and assassinations against the regime of Aya- 
tollah Khomeini. Authorities have blamed 
the Mujahedeen for the assassination of more 
than 1,000 of the country’s top leaders. 

A spokesman -for the Mujahedeen office in 
Paris told the Associated Press, “If the report 
is true that civilians were killed, it is undoubt- 
edly the regime which planted the bombs to 
add to their crimes and try to blame it on their 
opponents. We would never do such. a thing. 
No progressive organization would.” 

The spokesman, who requested anonym- 
ity, said there was a possibility that the bomb 
had been exploded inside guards barracks 
and not on the street In that case, he said, it 
could have been the work of anti-Khomeini 
guerrillas. 

Lebanese state television Monday showed 
a footage of film on the scene of the blast 
outride on the street which showed extensive 
damage to cars and the garbage truck where 
the bomb was planted. 

Tehran radio said the explosion occurred 
in tiie early morning rush hour outside the 


revolutionary guards barracks, formerly used 
by the army. It said most of those killed or 
wounded were persons standing in bus lines 
waiting to go to work. 

IRNA, the official news agency, said three 
of those killed were revolutionary guards- 
men, and two others were school children. 
The radio said the children' slunchboxes were 
found near their body. 

The news agency quoting the head of Iran's 
police force Col. NIknejad (whose first name 
was not given), said the blast was so powerful 
that it completely demolished the garbage 
truck making it difficult to determine what 
kind of explosives were used. 

IRNA added the bomb damaged houses in 
a 500-meter radius shattering glass and wre- 
cking more than 20 cars. It said one of the 
houses that was damaged belonged to Dr. 
Sheibani, a parliament deputy whose first 
name was not given. Two revolutionary gua- 
rds standing outride the bouse were woun- 
ded, it added. 
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The radio said immediately after the blast, 
throngs of persons converged on the scene to 
condemn the actions of the "counterrevolut- 
ionaries,” a term reserved for leftist urban 
guerrillas, including the Mujahedeen. They 
held a demonstration in the street shouting 
“death to America." Government spokes- 
man Ahmad Tavakoli was quoted by the 
radio as saying the urban guerrillas were 
“now so low, that they go walking through 
garbage to plant a bomb that kills poor mun- 
icipality workers cleaning the streets.”

RIYADH, Feb. 22 (SPA) — The signifi- 
cance of security as the “primary step toward 
the cherished progress and prosperity of our 
nations,”- was stressed by Interior Minister 
Prince Naff during Monday’s opening meet- 
ing of the Arab interior ministers extraordi- 
nary conference. The ministers concluded 
their conference here Monday evening. 

The minister referred to last year’s interior 
ministers’ conference in Taif, in which a reso- 
lution was adopted to set up a permanent 
council for the Arab interior ministers. He 
said that within the framework of this organ- 
ization “ we shall be able to realize our aspira- 
tions”. 

Prince Naif described the council as not an 
end but an appropriate means to cooperate 
and to direct efforts toward the implementa- 
tion of resolutions of the Rabat conference. 

Prince Naff said that “in implementation of 
your resolution the secretariat of the Arab 
Organization for Social Defense drafted a 
statute for the council. Meanwhile, there is an 

alternative proposal submitted by Bahrain, in 
addition to your own views”. He reiterated 
that the Kingdom's delegation would be anx- 
ious to approve any proposal that realizes the 
Tnaritniim objective qualities, and would also 
be ready to Shoulder any responsibility side 
by side with other participating delegation 
members. 

The minister said that in the ministerial 
councils, “we are implementing ministers sug- 
gestions for cooperation in a direct manner 
and, consequently, achieving for our nation 
what has not been realized over the decades.” 
He added that “it is a matter of pleasure for 
me and King Khaled’s government to see 
these meetings being held in this part of the 
Arab world,” realizing the principle of Arab 
security integration which makes the Arab 
environment a land unfit for crime, corrup- 
tion and deviation. 

Meanwhile, in the afternoon. Prince Naif 
performed the opening ceremony of the buil- 
ding for Arab Center for Social Studies and 
Training, in his capacity as chairman of the 
center’s board of directors. Arab interior 
ministers present in the capital attended the 
ceremony. 

The Saudi Arabian government had sugge- 
sted the idea for the establishment of the 
center and contributed more than SR 420 mil- 
lion for bringing it into existence.

The interior minister said he was pleased ti 
see the Arab ministers participate in the ope 
ning ceremony, and expressed the hope tha 
work would be completed soon to enable th 
center to receive students and research work 
ers from all parts of the Arab world. He reaff 
irmed that the center will reach the advance* 
standard attained by similar centers anywh 
ere in the world. 


Hama fighting

The , 
radio said fighting began Feb. 3 with lync- | 
hings in Hama of leading figures and mili- 
tants from the Syrian Baath Party, which 
rules the country. 

(Travelers reaching Beirut last week 
confirmed that Hama was cut off from the i 
rest of Syria by a tight military cordon and 
that government troops in the town num- 
bered some 15,000.) 

In a contradictory report, a spokesman 
from the Syrian Information Ministry clai- 
med Sunday that Hama was “completely 
quiet and there are no acts of violence to 
report.” The spokesman said an investiga- 
tion into the incidents was continuing. 

Officials have said the town remains 
ringed with army roadblocks. In a comm- 
entary Saturday that attacked Western 
journalists, Damascus radio warned that 
“those who are waging a psychological 
and destructive campaign against Syria 
s wfll definitely have to pay the price.” j 


Western Sahara admitted to OAU 


ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 22 (AFP) — The 
Western Saharan state declared by the Polis- 
ario Front movement was Monday for the 
first time officially admitted to an Organiza- 
tion of African Unity meeting.

Kingdom, Qatar sign security accord

RIYADH. Feb. 22 (SPA)— Saudi Arabia 
and Qatar signed here Sunday night a secur- 
ity cooperation agreement. Interior Minister 
Prince Naif and Qatari Interior Minister She- 
ikh Khaled ibn Hamad Al-Thani signed for 
their countries. 

The agreement is the third to be concluded 
with member states of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council. A security accord was signed with 
Bahrain last year and another was reached 
with the United Arab Emirates earlier Sun- 
day. A similar agreement also was concluded 
with Morocco on Saturday. 

The Qatari minister said after the signing 
ceremony that the agreement will regulate 
work in the interior ministries of the two cou- 
ntries and reinforce existing cooperation. 

“The major features of the agreement are 
the exchange of criminals and information." 
Sheikh Khaled said, "in addition to several 
other important security issues.** 

He said his country welcomes similar agre- 
ements with other Gulf countries to stream- 
line cooperation. 

Prince Naif also expressed satisfaction over 
the agreement signed between Saudi Arabia 
and Qatar. 

“This agreement is considered the mini- 
mum IimiT for cooperation among the GCC 
stales. However, it represents a major step 
toward regulating many matters including 
cooperation between the interior ministries 
of the two countries,” Prince Naif said. 

The agreement will regulate relations bet- 
ween frontier guards; cooperation in-combat- 
ing infiltration ana crime; exchange of infor- 
mation in all fields as well as extradition of 
criminals. These are things that should exist 
between sisterly and neighboring countries. 
Prince Naif said. 


He expressed the hope that these bilateral 
agreements would be a supporting factor for 
establishing a comprehensive security agre- 
ement that will meet the area's security requi- 
rements. “Security cooperation and the feel- 
ing of a‘ common destiny is a well known 
matter among all Gulf states,” he said. 

Prince Naif stressed that every Gulf coun- 
try consider as its own the security of the 
other GCC states. However, he said that this 
must be regulated according to agreements 
that take a legal form and initiate organiza- 
tion and strategies to cope with the region’s 
development and its future. 

"This will achieve many things by bridging 
cooperation among interior ministries and 
security men to enable them to work together 
and realize the desired security which makes 
us continue to live in the present prosperity 
and stability.** Prince Naif said. 

Speaking about the GCC interior minist- 
ers’ conference which opens here Tuesday, 

Prince Naif said it wilt be a vital meeting and 
“we are sure that we will come up with resolu- 
tions which realize our objectives”. 

After signing the security cooperation agr- 
eement with the UAE. Prince Naif said he 
hoped more accords would be reached with 
Kuwait and Oman linking Saudi Arabia in 
bilateral agreements with all member states 
of the GCC. 

Meanwhile. Bahraini Interior Minister 
Sheikh Muhammad ibn Khalifa AJ-Khaiifa 
stressed that security cooperation among 
GCC states will have deeper and stronger 
impact by covering all sectors related to secu- 
rity in member states by considering them as 
one united country. 

In an interview with Al -Jazirah published 
Monday. Sheikh Muhammad said that Gulf 


states are one tamily. a fact on which their 
comprehensive cooperation is based. The 
Saudi-Bahraini security agreement was a 
result of such cooperation, he said, adding 
that the accord is an interpretation of the 
existing cooperation and represents the min- 
imum limit of security cooperation. 

Discussing another subject. Sheikh Muh- 
ammad said that investigation has been clo- 
sed in the conspiracy uncovered recently in 
Bahrain. The case has been submitted to the 
public prosecutor* s office in preparation for

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46 drown, 7 missing 
in Asir floods — gove rnor 

Report to be submitted • 


ABHA, Feb. 22 (SPA) — Forty-six pers- 
ons were drowned and seven reported miss- 
ing as a result of the floods which hit the 
Southern Region, according to Asir Gover- 
nor Prince K haled Al-Faisal. 

The governor said Monday that he will 
submit a comprehensive report to Kinjg K ha- 
led and Crown Prince Fahd about the extent 
of damage. The report will also comprise the 
overall requirements of the areas he visited 
for their development. Prince Khaled had 
concluded a four-day tour of the areas which 
suffered from the floods caused by the heavi- 
est rains ever seen in the region. 

Prince Khaled met with heads of govern- 
ment departments during his inspection tour 
and was briefed on the prospects of develop- 
ing the region. He urged the officials ro pre- 
pare a comprehensive study and integrated 
p lannin g for the rural development. He stres- 
sed the need for immediate repairs to the 
roads destroyed by the floods. 

The prince was accompanied on the tour by 
Dr. Nasser Al-Salloum, undersecretary for 
communications. He conveyed King K ha- 
led 1 sand Crown Prince Fa hcfs sympathy and 
concern, and promised immediate relief to 
restore normal life in the devastated villages.

Some pillars and concrete 
pieces of the bridges were moved to more 
than 500 meters from their original sites, he 
added. 

He reaffirmed that the Jizan- Abha high- 
way from the Tihama mountains will be rest- 
ored as soon as possible because of its econ- 
omic. and social importance to the two areas.

AGFUND signs 
pacts to assist 
U.N. agencies 

ROME. Feb. 22 (SPA) — An agree- 
ment - was signed here Monday between 
the United Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organization (FAO) and the Arab Gulf 
Program for the U.N. Development Org- 
anizations (AGFUND). The agreement 
provides for the implementation of four 
developmental projects approved by the 
fund in Bangladesh, Tanzania, Burundi 
and Peru. 

Prince Tala! ibn Abdul Aziz, president 
of AGFUND and special envoy of the 
United Nations International Children’s 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF), and FAO 
Director General Edouard Saoma signed 
the accord. 

After signing the agreement. Saoma 
expressed his deep appreciation for Prince 
Talar s efforts to back FAO’s activities. In 
his reply speech. Prince Talal said he was 
confident that cooperation will continue 
and grow between FAO and AGFUND to 
extend more of such an effective assista- 
nce to developing countries. 

AGFUND had approved the four proj- 
ects at its fourth session in Manama last 
January. It allocated $550,000 to give a 
loan for a model project in Bangladesh; 
$842,000 to set up a warehouse and train- 
ing institute in Tanzania; $690,000 to est- 
ablish eight centers to raise the efficiency 
standards in connection with foodstuffs in 
Burundi; and $440,000 for a seed impro- 
vement and distribution project in Peru.

SR 183m works under way 


SAFWA. Feb. 22 (SPA) — Safwa munici- 
pality is carxying out construction and public 
service projects in the city itself and its villa- 
ges totaling SRI 83,054,000. 

According to the mayor, Mubarak AI-

and sewage project, temporary surfacing of a 
number of streets, construction of side-walks, 
the establishment of a model slaughterhouse 
and illumination of the streets of Hazm 
Ummul Sahera.

They include 
expropriation of old quarters, construction of 
new headquarters for the municipality and 
the establishment of a number of public mar- 
kets. They include the surfacing and lighting 
of new districts and all streets of Ummul 
Sahem and Umlajam as well as certain streets 
in Safwa, besides construction of public parks 
and commercial markets in Safwa and 
Ummul Sahem. 


Algeria, Turkey get $43m loans 


JEDDAH, Feb. 22 (SPA) — The 
Jeddah-based Islamic Development Bank 
Monday approved financing of foreign trade 
operations worth $43.2. million for Algeria 
and Turkey. Agreements for the loans were 
signed at the bank’s headquarters by its pres- 
ident, Dr. Ahmad Muhammad Ali.

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Egypt return to Arabs 
inevitable, Ali says

CAIRO, Feb. 22 (R) — Foreign Minister 
Karaal Hassan Ali said Monday that Egypt' s 
return to its position in tbe Arab world was 
inevitable but stood by his country’s policy 
with Israel rejected by other Arab- states. 

“If now there are differences between 
Egypt and a number of Arab countries, they 
are differences between brothers which will 
inevitably disappear,** be told the Egyptian 
People’s Assembly (parliament). Before its 
1979 peace treaty with Israel, Egypt was reg- 
arded as an important center in the Arab 
world, with its most powerful army and bous- 
ing in Cairo of the headquarters of the Arab 
League. 

But the peace agreement denounced by 
everyone as a sell-out brought Egypt' s ostra- 
cxzation from the Arab camp. Egypt suffered 
an economic and political boycott and susp- 
ension of its Arab League membership. 
Under the treaty, Egypt is due to secure the 
return of the final portion of tbe Sinai desert 


bom Israel in April and Western diplomats 
believe thatafter that date, President Hosni 
Mubarak would attempt to mend fences with 
the Arab world. 

Ali told the 3 90- member parliament: 
“Egypt's return to its position in the Arab 
world is inevitable, but this does not mean 
that Egypt will change its policy concerning 
peace in the region.” 

Ali said that peace was the only way to rec- 
oncile the interests of all the peoples of the 
region and Egypt was campaigning to secure 
the rights of the Palestinian people. 

“Egypt's belonging to the Arab world is 
not the subject of any discussion or negotiat- 
ions. Our commitment to support the Palest- 
inian people’s rights was never in doubt. Our 
obligation to peace in the region is a firm 
commitment...” he said in a statement revie- 
wing President Mubarak's recent visits to 
Western Europe, the United States and 
Oman.

Kuwait panel 
opposes aid 
to ADF unit 

KUWAIT, Feb. 22 (AP) — The Kuwaiti 
parliament* s foreign affairs committee rejec- 
ted Monday a draft law which would have 
allowed the government to renew its multi- 
million-dollar contribution to the Arab Dete- 
rrent Force in Lebanon. 

Committee chairman Jasiz AJ-Saqr said a 
government -sponsored bill would have given 
the green light for paying Kuwait's 20 percent 
share in the upkeepof the 22,000-strong Syr- 
ian force, mandated by an Arab summit reso- 
lution in 1 976 to police armistice in Lebanon. 

Parliamentary sources said a formal vote- 
down by the required parliamentary majority 
was expected at a full-dress parliament ses- 
sion Tuesday. 

Kuwait is a member of the six-man Arab 
Follow-up Committee, currently seeking 
national reconciliation in Lebanon. Kuwait 
had paid Si 08 million until Jan. 25, 1980. It 
suspended payments since then to await 
payment of shares from the other participa- 
nts, sources said.

BEIRUT. Feb. 22 f Rl — Eritrean freedom 
fighters said Sunday that ihey ha\e destaned 
1 2 military aircraft in an attack on the airport 
at the EritTean capital Asmara. 

The Eritrean People’s Liberation Front 
(EPLF) said in a communique issued here 
that its forces had destroyed seven Soviet- 
made MiG fighters, two transport planes and 
three helicopters in the raid Saturday. The 
communique said the Ethiopians had been 
trying to cut a road link between two EPLF 
mountain bases. Some 2.000 Ethiopians had 
been killed or wounded in two days of fierce 
fighting. It gave no details of Eritrean losses. 

Asmara and other main towns in the strat- 
egic province bordering the Red Sea are held 
by Ethiopian government forces. An EPLF 
spokesman in Khartoum said Saturday that 
Ethiopia, having launched a new offensive 
Tuesday, was making daily bombing runs 
against fighter positions in the highlands 
north of Asmara. Ethiopianjeaders vowed at 
the start of this month to fight for the final 
destruction of the Eritrean freedom fighters 

Greek premier

ATHENS, Feb. 22 (AP) — The go\em- 
ment has announced that Premier Andreas 
Papandreou still plans to visit Cyprus next 
Saturday to discuss the di\ ided island despite 
a surprise trip here by Cyprus President Spy- 
ros Kyprianou.

LONDON — 

Britain's first nuclear-powered submarine, HMS 
Dreadnought, is likely to be scuttled in the Atlantic 
where she will sink to a radioactive grave in the 
depths. 

Last week, the government announced that the 
266-feet vessel, commissioned in April 1963, is to 
be taken out of service. The problem is what to do 
with the nuclear reactor, which is highly radioac- 
tive. "She will be tied up for an indefinite period 
while the derision-making process continues," said 
a ministry of defense spokesman. “The reactor fuel 
will be taken out and stored. Once she has been 
de-equipped and de-fueled, she will be made totally 
sea-tight. Her hatches will be welded until we come 
to a decision.” 

British authorities are extremely sensitive about 
the nuclear power units aboard submarines. Almost 
all information is classified. A spokesman declined 
to discuss either the problems posed by the Dreadn - 
ought or the possible solutions. The power unit was 
a Westinghouse design bought from the United Sta- 
tes, where there are five de-commissioned nuclear 
submarines in the same position as theDreorf noght. 

The world’s first nuclear-powered submarine. 
USS Nautilus* was launched in 1954 and de- 
commissioned in March 1980. The Nautilus is to be 
preserved as a museum piece, complete with her 
reactor and other components. The cost of de- 
contaminating the reactor and preparing her for 
exhibition is estimated at about $6 million. 

Britain now has 12 nuclear-powered attack sub- 
marines in service plus four Polaris missile vessels. 
A further four attack boats are under construction. 
All have British reactors. The reactor and propul- 
sion unit occupies about the third of each vessel. It is 
a small-scale pressurized -water reactor which in 
most cases allows up to 200,000 miles of steaming 
between refueling. 

The Dreadnought contains an S5W reactor devel- 
oped by the Bettis Atomic Power Laboratory, 
operated by Westinghouse. It is considered “noisy” 
by modem anti-submarine standards and this was a 
major reason for the decision to scrap her. 

Many components of these reactors are bombar- 
ded by fast neutron radiation throughout their wor- 
king lives. These neutrons cause parts of the reactor 
— such as the pressure vessel — to become radioac- 
tive. The main problem is a radioactive isotope 
known as Cobalt 60. As this isotope degrades, it 
emits beta radiation — electrons which travel only a 
short distance — and also gamma rays. In the case 
of Cobalt 60, these gamma rays are powerful and 
thus damaging to human tissue, even at some dis- 
tance. 

On the credit side. Cobalt 60 has a "half-life” of 
only 5.3 years which means that the level of radia- 
tion is reduced by half in that time. Thus, over 50 
years the level would fall to about a thousandth of 
the starting strength. The reactor components also 
contain lesseramountsofotherradioactive isotopes 
such as Iron 55. Iron 59. Cobalt 58, Chromium 51 , 
Manganese 54, Nickel 59 and Nickel 63. These are 
not considered major problems because most have 
a short “half-life” and are present only in small 
quantities. The two main options open to the gove- 
rnment are either to store the reactor components 
on land — perhaps down a mineshaft — or simply to 
scuttle the vessel in deep water. 

The Americans are producing an environmental 
impact statement on the options. Initial investiga- 
tion makes scuttling the firm favorite. 

The International Atomic Energy Agency has 
laid down limits for the dumping of radioactive 
raateriai at sea. This level — not more than 100 
curies of beta and gamma radiation per ton up to a 
maximum of 1,000 tons of material — would cer- 
tainly not be exceeded by the Dreadnought power 
unit. If a geiger counter is placed in the middle of an 
open field, it will record some radiation — known as 
“natural background radiation.” According to the 
U.S. Navy, the radiation from dumpings submarine

Farm price row hampers EEC reform

BRUSSELS — 

Europe's farm ministers met in Brussels last week 
for the start of what could be another protracted 
price review. Fixing Common Market agricultural 
prices is an annual chore which gets harder even* 
year as surpluses increase and inflation climbs hig- 
her. 

Ministers are meeting this time with a half- 
hearted awareness of the need to control the com- 
munity's agricultural spending. Two-thirds of the 
total EEC budget go on subsidizing agriculture, a 
fact which has led over the years to over-production 
and unnecessarily high food prices. The review will 
be further complicated by Britain's demand for a 
refund of contributions to the budget. Foreign Min- 
ister Lord Carrington has already threatened to 
block the farm price negotiations if the British bud- 
get deal is not tied up quickly. 

The EEC Commission has proposed a 9 percent 
average price rise for farm produce, the steepest in 
the past 1 0 years despite earlier proposals to reform 


the Common Agricultural Policy (CAP). The 9 per- 
cent — which has been contested by Europe's eight 
million farmers as being below the average rate of 
inflation — will put at least 3 percent on European 
food prices. 

Although EEC Agricultural Commissioner Poul 
Dalsager hopes for a settlement by the end of next 
month, it is unlikely that prices will be fixed before 
the end of May, a month after the start of the 
farming year. There is no real pressure for an early 
settlement, although three countries, Britain, Hol- 
land and Denmark, have said they are reasonably 
content with the commission’s proposal:';,.' ^ i# 

Countries with high inflation are standingoutfor ' 
more: France. Greece, Italy. Ireland and Luxemb- . 
ourg consider the commission's figure too low. 
Germany, the community's current paymaster, is 
afraid it wfll be hard-hit by both the farm price 
increase and the British demand for a cash rebate. 

Britain's attitude to reform of the CAP is ambig- 
uous. According to recent estimates in Brussels, 
U.K. contributions to the European budget have 
fallen dramatically, taking the edge off the request 


for a more or less permanent rebate. British spoke- 
smen have admitted the U.K. has few bargaining 
counters this time around. 

Observers fear other EEC countries will refuse to 
submit to British attempts to Mock the farm price 
negotiations and will pay the price increases out of 
national pockets. The European Commission is alr- 
eady worried by national handouts to farmers. The 
French government, for example, is granting a ser- 
ies of financial aids to its producers which the com- 
mission sees as a distortion of community objec- 
tives. 

. Hopes for CAP reform are receding: no; work- 
able method of decreasing' Europe’s ertorinous 
dairy surplus has been found, and the»UJC, Hol- 
land and Germany do not want any tinkering with 
“green” currency rates (the way of ironing out exc- 
hange rate differences in agricultural trade). 

“Green” reform would lower prices in the shops 
but would also cut farmers' earnings. As long as the 
maiq aim of farm policy is to prop up farm incomes, 
any reform of Common Market budget policies can 
be quietly forgotten. 


The world’ s most expensive nuclear plant

NEW YORK — 

With more resignation than enthusiasm, the New 
York Public Service Commission has agreed to 
allow completion of a controversial nuclear plant on 
the edge of Lake Ontario — a project which is 
destined to become the world's most expensive 
power plant in the hands of private utilities.' 

It may also be one of the last big investments by 
America’s nuclear power industry, which for the 
last few years has been beleaguered by public oppo- 
sition and soaring costs. The Lake Ontario plant, 
known as Nine Mile Point, is a glaring example of 
these difficulties. Intended to be ready for use in 
1 978, it has been more than 10 years under constru- 
ction and will not be finished for at least another six, 
by which time it will have cost at least 1 0 times more 
than the original estimate of S370 million. 

Environmental groups which have monitored the 
progress of construction put the eventual cost even 
higher. They maintain that inflation has not been 
taken fully into account and that the final figure will 
be closer to S6 billion than to the currently projec- 
ted $4.9 billion. 

Like several others across the country, the plant 
at Nine Mile Point has been subject to frequent 
building delays because government and public 
demands for stronger safety measures have forced 
change after change in design. Serious management 
problems have been created by the difficulties of 
getting a variety of sub-contractors to work toget- 


her on a far more complex project than most had 
experienced before. 

“The nuclear power plant of today is a very diffe- 
rent animal from what was envisaged 20 years ago,” 
says Dr. Michael Oppenheimer. a physicist with the 
Environmental Defense Fund. This independent 
group has opposed completion of Nine MUe Point 
on the grounds that it would be cheaper in the lorig 
run to abandon the existing structure — now about 
a quarter finished — and divert the rest of the 
money to other energy sources. 

Several members of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the state's licensing authority, clearly found 
this argument persuasive. Their final decision to let 
the work continue was apparently based on the fact 
that so much has already been invested in Nine Mile 
Point, but it seems unlikely any licensing authority 
in the U.S. will approve plans for any more new 
plants like it. 

“The utilities have been trying to justify building 
more nuclear plants on the grounds that they wiU 
save money, but it has become an incredibly costly 
industry and the savings are far less than originally 
projected,” says Robert Percival. the Environmen- 
tal Defense Fund lawyer who argued the case 
before the New York commissioners. He also poin- 
ted out that the demand for electricity has been 
decreasing, that the average nuclear plant will be 
obsolete after 30 years “and the technology for 
decommissioning plants is still not well- 
developed.” 

In response to these arguments, the commission- 


ers made an unprecedented decision to back an 
independent investigation of other power sources, 
including the refurbishing of small and disused 
dams, the generation of electricity from industrial 
waste, and a bonus system to encourage house- 
holders to weatherproof their houses and to scrap 
energy-wasting appliances, like refrigerators and 
air conditioners, in favor of new models which con- 
sume far less electricity. 

A detailed analysis by the Environmental Defe- 
nse Fund claims these relatively simple steps could 
save half the power generated by plants like Nine 
Mile Point. (ONS)

Malvinas Islands issue 


I have read with attention Mr. O’ Shaugness/s 
article on the long standing question of the Malvi- 
nas Islands (Arab News Feb. 14, page 6}. Let me 
point out that rfie article fails to mention that Bri- 
tain occupied by force the Malvinas Islands in 1 833. 
But then, reporting on that fact would entirely dest- 
roy the thesis of Argentina's lack of patience. 

Neither it records that the U.N. General Assem- 
bly has pronounced itself in relation to the question 
of the Malvinas Islands by means of its resolutions 
2065 (XX), 3160 (XXVIII) and 31/49 (XXXI), 
which recognize the existence of a dispute between 
the Argentine and British governments regarding 
the sovereignty over those islands, inviting both 
countries to continue without delay the negotiat- 
ions in order to find a peaceful solution to the 
problem taking into account the United Nations 
Charter, its own Resolution 1 5 1 4 and the interest of 
the Islands inhabitants, voicing its serious concern 
over the lack of substantial progress in the negotiat- 
ions, expressing its recognition of the continuous 
efforts made by (he Argentine government in that 
endeavor, declaring the need that the negotiations 
be accelerated, and urging both parties to abstain 
from adopting decisions that entail the introduction 


of unilateral modifications in the situation. 

Nor does it mention that the movement of nonal- 
igned states (in its meetings of Lima 1975, Sri 
Lanka 1976, Belgrade 1978, Havana 1979 and 
New Delhi 19S1) expressed its full support of Arg- 
entina's claim of sovereignty over the Islands and 
urged the continuation of the negotiating process. 

Regarding Argentina's denunciation of the 1 972 
agreement with Chile, the article gives the impress- 
ion of an unwarranted unilateral act of my govern- 
ment. It is not my wish to enter into a debate with 
Mr. O’ Shaughnessy. I simply want to recall that 
Arab News published on Jan. 24, 1982 an AP story 
on the subject that gives a more balanced account. 

Let me emphasize two main points of the state- 
ment by the Argentine government on the subject: 
it expresses the hope that the pontiff would continue 
his efforts at mediation and put forward a formal 
proposal to the government of Chile for a morator- 
ium on new purchases of armament abroad for a 
period to be agreed upon by both parties.

Skills, economy boosted 
by Finnish- Soviet pacts 
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By Helen Womack 

HELSINKI (R) — The development of 
special skills by industry and close economic 
ties with Moscow have boosted the prosperity 
of Finland's four million people and even 
given some of them jobs in the neighboring 
Soviet Union. 

Close cooperation with the Soviet Union, 
an enemy in the world war II has helped 
ensure a steady increase in exports for neutral 
Finland and made its economy one of the 
fastest growing in Europe. 

The key to success for Finland is Soviet 
supplies of oil paid for in goods rather than 
cash and special skills that enable it to comp- 
ete on world markets. 

The cooperation between the two countr- 
ies is- exemplified at the new iron ore mining 
town of Koslamus, in the wooded sub- Arctic 
wilderness of Sov Et Karelia, where 1,800 
Finnish workers have nearly completed the 
first phase of construction. 

Finland's war reparations to the Soviet 
Union helped to stimulate the economic links 
and led to the development of skills that 
enabled industries such as shipbuilding to 
compete on world markets. 

"Specialization is the key.*' Goeran Dams- 
troem, technical information manager for the 
private shipbuilding firm Waertsiiae. said 
"That and an assured business relaionship 
with the Soviet Union as long as we stay 
competitive. 

"With our relatively high labor costs, we 
could never hope to compete with the Kore- 
ans or Taiwanese in straight shipbuilding. But 
we can produce particular types of ship which 
are not so vulnerable to the ups and downs of 
the market,” he said. 

Waensilae, which has a full order-book 
until 1985 and has even turned away orders, 
had to provide Moscow with 30 steam tugs 
under Finnish war reparations. It ended up 
supplying a further 82 under commercial con- 
tracts and is now building 1 0 icebreakers and 
some hovercraft for Moscow. 

A company spokesman said Waertsilae's 
relatively good position was typical of Finnish 
industry and not an exception. 

Amazon trade 
in drugs is 
a new trend

BOGOTA { LOS) — The bottom has fallen 
out of Colombia's SI .000 million marijuana 
trade and the country’s once powerful drug 
mafia have fallen on hard times. House prices 
have slumped along the Caribbean coast, the 
center of the trade, and Colombia's newspa- 
pers have carried reports that some gangland 
rchiefs can no longer afford gasoline for their 
-i... . high-powered cars. 

Help, however, may be at hand. The out- 
put of cocaine, a vastly more profitable prod- 
uct, is beginning to boom on the wide plains 
of the Amazon on the other side of the 
Andes. 

The marijuana growers, who at the peak of 
production in the late 1970s were smuggling 
an estimated 6.000 tons a year into the U.S. 
have seen their trade hit hard. 

Competition has come from marijuana 
growers in California, who have produced 
more productive strains. A crack-down by 
the Colombian government over the past five 
years is estimated to have led to the confisca- 
tion of thousands of light planes used by smu- 
gglers. Marijuana plantations have been des- 
troyed with weed-killer. Smugglers have also 
suffered from the increased vigilance of the 
U.S. Coast Guard examining planes and 
small ships and launches moving northward 
across the Caribbean to the U.S. 

Landowners who in the 1 970s were tearing 
up their cotton plantations to plant marijuana 
are now going back to cotton. The traffic in 
light planes from the estimated 2,000 clande- 
stine landing strips has fallen off and Santa 
Marta and Riohacha, the main drug towns, 
are a shadow of their former selves. 

U.S. officials who study the Colombian 
economy estimate conservatively that the 
amount of money coming into the country 
from marijuana exports fell from $800 mil- 
lion in 1980 to a mere $400 million last year 
and is still falling. The amounts of money 
made from Colombian marijuana exports 
and deposited in banks in Miami and elsewh- 
ere in the U.S. are also judged to have fallen 
proportionally. 

This is a great relief to the government, 
which has barely been able to keep order 
along the Caribbean coast in the face of the 
immense powers of bribery wielded by the 
hugely affluent marijuana bands. 

At the same time, the Colombian economy 
is in a cash squeeze brought on partly by the 
disappearance of the vast income from expo- 
rts of marijuana, which had begun to rival in 
importance Colombia’s traditional export 
crop, coffee. 

More recently, the coca bushes growing on 
the eastern slopes of the Andes have prom- 
ised new riches for this country. For those 
with the machinery and chemicals needed to 
refine the leaves into coca paste, cocaine case 
and pure cocaine powder, the profits can be 
enormous, and the end product can be smug- 
gled much more easily than the unwieldy 
bales of marijuana. 

The cocaine manufacturer can buy halt a 
ton of coca leaves from a peasant grower for 
about $1,000 and export a kilo of refined 
cocaine for about $20,000. The value of this 
kilo on the streets of New York, “ra* or 
diluted with other basic chemicals, is today 

estimated at around $ 500 , 000 . 

Unding strips are now springing up in 
Amazonia as they once sprang up among the 
marijuana plantations. 

The main obstacle to the growth of this new 
narcotics trade is that the area’s cultivation 
has coincidentally become a battle ground 
between the Colombian Army and the M19 
guerrillas. According to reports from the 
area, however, government forces and guerri- 
llas are supplementing their incomes by pro- 
ducing their own cocaine. 


Finnish skills are also going inio the const- 
ruction of Kosiamus through Finn-Stoi Oy. a 
consortium of 13 Finnish firms. 

It is rising in an area dominated only five 
years ago by trees, lakes and scrub and 40 km 
(25 miles) from the border but 160 km (100 
miles) from the nearest Finnish town of Kaj- 

aani. 

The town is based on a shallow deposit of 
iron ore discovered in 1945 and the Finnish 
consortium, which had already extended the 
paper-making town of Svctogorsk. won a 
three billion dollar contract to erect 370 buil- 
dings in three phases. 

The consortium had 3.700 workers on the 
job at the height of the firsi phase in 1979. 
and their numbers will soar again in the sec- 
ond and third stages to be completed by 
1985. 

For every worker on the site, two or three 
are expected to have administration jobs 
back in Finland, where a healthy economy 
has kept unemployment relatively low. with a 
jobless rate of around five percent last year. 

The Kostamus project is just one factor 
that is boosting prosperity and helping keep 
Helsinki shops full of well-designed consu- 
mer goods, reflecting the high living standa- 
rds of Finns. 

The country’s gross domestic product 
(GDP) grew- by 6.5 percent in 197y and 5.5 
percent in 1980 after taking inflation into 
account. 

The GDP is expected to increase by only 
1.5 percent this year, but bankers and indust- 
rialists say the economy remains relatively 
healthy and balanced and they expect a 1 .5 
billion markka ($340 million) surplus on the 
current account. 

The recent election of Prime Minister 
Mauno Koivislo as Finland's first left-wing 
president will not result in any sweeping cha- 
nges to the economy, political analysts said. 

The Kostamus project is part of a long- 
standing trade agreement between Helsinki 
and Moscow that calls for Finland to match 
imports, mainly oil, from its neighbor with 
supplies of engineering, consumer and other

Clean water reduces disease, 

S.Koreanhealthis improved

SEOUL (Depthnews) — Clean water 
piped through simple water sysrems built by 
villagers has sharply reduced the incidence of 
water-borne disease in South Korea. 

For example, cases of typhoid dropped 
from 3.500 cases ten years ago to only 500 in 
1977. The number has continued to decline, 
as is the case of other water-borne diseases. 

The changes in South Korea's health pict- 
ure began in 1 97 1 when the government built 
simple piped water systems in nearly 1,000 
villages. These systems, which provided a 
hygienic alternative to frequently-polluted 
village wells, were so successful that the gove- 
rnment decided to expand the project. 

But expansion was hampered by the lack of 
funds. However, funds were finally supplied 


through an innovative food- for- work prog- 
ram run by the World Food Program ( WFP). 
The WFP. in international organization affi- 
liated with the United Nations, aids develo- 
pment projects throughout the Third World 
through food grants. Workers in these proje- 
cts are not paid in cash hut in food. 

With a funding of S.21.3 million from the 
WFP, Seoul started the construction of more 
piped water systems for its villages in 1976. 
The original five-year plan had been to const- 
ruct 8,244 water pipelines but by the end of 
197y, 8874 had been built. 

These pipelines were built largely by villa- 
gers who volunteered their labor. The volun- 
teers. however.were given 2.4 kilos wheat 
flour provided by the WFP for every day of 
work.

WASHINGTON ( R) — When Boris Dav- 
ydov speaks to an American audience, his 
talk is filled with quips and knowing asides 
that establish a comfortable rapport with the 
listeners. Indeed. Davydov, first secretary of 
the Soviet embassy in Washington, says he 
tries in his talks to emulate the style of Johnny 
Carson, the late-nighl television talk show 
host. 

According to U.S. officials. Davydov is one 
of a carde of Soviet diplomats who are increa- 
singly willing to speak to U.S. audiences, eit- 
her in person or through television. 

The Reagan administration has responded 
by limiting their access io American audi- 
ences. “They have become very smooth in 
making their case." said one state depart- 
ment official. During a recent speech by Dav- 
ydov to the National Women's Democratic 
Club he wore a bright batten on his jacket 
which proclaimed him a supporterof the pro- 
posed Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) 
which is designed to guarantee equality 
before the law for both men and women. 

With a grin, he explained to the assembled 
women that he was not meddling in Ameri- 
can politics. 

“Our hearts are with you ladies and we 
wish you well" he said. If the amendment 
became part of the constitution, he said, "you 
all will have the same status as our women 
have in the Soviet Union." 

The women laughed politely, as they did 
many times during the speech which Davy- 
dov sprinkled with knowledgeable references 
to American history. 

He included some flattering ones about the 
late President Franklin D. Roosevelt, a hero 
to that particular audience. 

A spokeswoman for the group said the club 
had frequently asked the embassy to send a 
speaker, but only recently had the invitation 
been accepted. 

One U.S. official w'ho monitors Soviet spe- 
aking engagements said that Soviet interest in 
addressing U.S. audiences had been increas- 
ing for about a year. 

Vladimir Mikoyan. press attache for the 
Soviet Embassy, disputed that view. He said 
he believed diplomats from the embassy had

been fairly consistent over the years in accep- 
ting speaking invitations from U.S. groups 
and television networks. 

But it is apparent to viewers of public affa- 
irs television programs, usually shown on 
Sunday mornings, that Soviet spokesmen 
have been appearing more often in recent 
months. 

This month Stanislav Menshikov, a Soviet 
arms specialist, was interviewed on a televi- 
sion current events program. Georgy Arba- 
tov, one of the Soviet Union's leading special- 
ists on U.S. affairs, has appeared frequently 
on TV. 

Reagan administration officials complain 
that Soviet spokesmen have easy access to the 
American public while there is no equivalent 
for U.S. diplomats in the Soviet Union. 

In response, the State Department has 
begun to limit some of the courtesies exten- 
ded to Soviet diplomats and ro forbid them to 
travel freely around the country. 

Menshikov, for example, had to be inter- 
viewed via satellite from Moscow because the 
State Department would not extend a visa for 
a stay in the United States. 

A senior U.S. official said that the purpose 
of the restrictions was to demonstrate the 
principle or reciprocity to the Soviet Union. 

"We have nothing to lose (by restricting 
them).*' he said. “If it's so important to them 
to speak to audiences here, let them allow our 
people to speak to their people" — a prospect 
he acknowledged was unlikely. 

There are, however, those who argue that 
the United States has much to lose by restrict- 
ing Soviet speakers. Academics contend it 
can give the impression the United States is 
afraid to have its citizens exposed to Soviet 
ideas. 

The result has been a series of incidents in 
recent months in which universities have fou- 
ght with the State Department over the issue 
of intellectual freedom. Last month Stanford 
University in California was forced to cancel 
a panel discussion on arms control after the 
State Department ruled that a Soviet special- 
ist. Yuri Kappnhlov. could not travel to the 
West Coast. 

The U.S. aide familiar with the incidents 
said the Soviet officials exploited American 
freedom of expression. 

“They never request the permission (to 
speak) themselves." he said. "They always 
ask the university to do it for them, so it will 
become an issue of academic freedom.” 

One patient had 
133 kidney stones 

KUTCHAMAN, India, (IPS) — In a rare 
case in medical history. 133 kidney stones 
weighing more than 300 grams were removed 
from the bladder of a 55-year-old patient 
here. The bladder proved to be a mine of 
stones when Dr. Sahni removed one after 
.another at a mobile surgical camp. 
x It^was -confirmed' by the Stone Research 
Laboratory of the Jawaharial Nehru Medical 
■ College, Ajmer,- where the stones were sent 
for analysis that in no other case in the past 
had such a large number of stones been rem- 
oved from a single patient. 

During the surgical camp a large number of 
kidney stone cases were operated upon with 
some of the stones removed described as 
being " the size of a fist .” When the stones are 
small in size, the doctors said they give rise to 
acute symptoms. When they are neglected 
and allowed to grow, they become symptom- 
less. Lack of surgical facilities and neglect on 
the part of the patient was presumably the 
cause of the large size of the stones.

Scientists use " mathematical model’

WASHINGTON 1LAT) — A new mafh- 
e malicul model developed by Johns Hopkins 
researchers offers an explanation of how the 
body's immune system is triggered into 
action, which they believe could ha\e long- 
term applications in the treatment of allergies 
and other diseases. 

The Baltimore team, which worked on it 
for a decade, suggests a basic “immuiton" 
theory to account tor the activation of the 
defense mechanism, particularly the produc- 
tion of antibodies to fight foreign invaders, 
from pollen to disease -producing microbes. 

The theory proposes that the cells that 
produce antibodies are turned only ' 
when a "critical" number of one of the areas 
on their surfaces, known as receptors, dust- 
ers together to form "immunons." says Dr. 
Howard Dintzis. chairman of the Department 


of Biophysics at Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine. 

These surface receptors recognize and 
chemically attract invading antigens, the fore- 
ign substances such as microbes that cause 
the immune reactions. 

Tlie theory is supported by a simple test 
system involving animals, says Dintzis, but 
further studies are needed to determine whe- 
ther it is generally applicable in understand- 
ing how the immune system works. 

If so. he says that it could be possible, using 
this approach, to manipulate the immune 
system— -either "enhancing the response" to 
help fight some diseases, perhaps even can- 
cer. or "turning it down” to make allergic 
reactions and auto-immune diseases, such as 
rheumatoid arthritis, less severe. 

Dintzis acknowledges, however, that the 


new research is likely to receive a “skeptical 
and turbulent response" among researchers 
studying the immune system. “That's as it 
should be. It will all come out in the wash." he 
said. 

The research is being published by Dintzis, 
his wife Renee Dintzis, an assistant professor 
of cell biology, and Dr. Bert Vogelstein, an 
.assistant professor of oncology.in two papers in 
the proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences. It is not yet generally available to 
the research community. 

Some immunologists who have not yet 
seen the latest reports but were familiar with 
preliminary versions cautioned that the the- 
ory appeared to be too simplified to explain 
what they considered a far more complicated 
system.

My doctor has prescribed about 8 to 10 aspirins a day. These control 
the pain somewhat. But it isn't getting any better. Shall I see a 
specialist? — Mrs. O. 


Dear Mrs. O.: Yes. ask your doctor for a consultation, or have him 
tum you over to a rheumatologist for treatment. It's unlikely that 
taking aspirin, without any other treatment, will sufficiently take care 
of your rheumatoid arthritis. 

For example, standard therapy for patients like yourself includes 
special exercises, splints and supports to prevent deformity. Gold 
treatments and use of antimalarial drugs may be indicated. So may 
corticosteroid treatment. 

And in reply to your question. Mrs. O., there is something new now

Dear Dr. Steincrohn : I'm all mixed up about what kind of diet to be 
on with all this talk about cholesterol and blood fats. Although my 
cholesterol is normal, my doctor has warned me against eating butter, 
cream and other saturated fats. Are such precautions necessary? I'm 
42. He tells me I'm a healthy man. — Mr. K. 

Dear Mr. AT.: The blood fats are measured by what is called the 
lipoprotein level. The major groups are VLDL — veiy low density 
lipoproteins: LDL — low density lipoproteins; HDL — high density 
lipoproteins. Most cholesterol consists of HDL and LDL. 

If you have a lipoprotein level of about 200 and high HDLs it isn't 
really necessajy to change your diet. The HDLs are protective. It is 
the LDL preponderance that leads to atherosclerosis and heart atta- 
cks and strokes. 

The average American has lipoprotein levels between 200 and 
240. If your lipoproteins check out all right, Mr. K.. there isn't any 
reason why you should curtail the fats in your diet.

a reality. However, ceramics made this way 
are crudely done. 

For over 30 years, ceramics has been inco- 
rporated as one item of handicraft at local art 
exhibitions.

French TV: Socialist programs boring

PARIS (LOS) — Socialist plans to give 
France a more responsible and inspiring tele- 
vision service have run aground on the bore- 
dom and indignation of viewers. President 
Mitterrand has been warned of deteriorating 
conditions on both sides of the TV screen. 
Network staffs are complaining of inertia, 
personal rivalries and political pressures. In 
an opinion poll published by the Sunday new- 
spaper Journal de Dbnanche , 62 percent of 
the viewers questioned said they w ere dissati- 
sfied with the new TV. Did they switch on 
their set more or less often since Mitterrand 
came to power? Forty-four percent said less, 
and only S percent more. 

The chief accusation of viewers is that films 
and variety programs have been cleared from 
the peak after-dinner hour to be replaced by 
programs of cultural interest. 

Unfortunately for the program directors. 
TV critics who have long called for something 
better than a concentrated diet of old films 
are now joining in attacking the round table 
discussions of the theater, an and music 
which have sometimes replaced them. 


■Exasperating night classes direcred by 
unstoppable talkers." lshowLe Monde y s cri- 
tic Claude Sarraute describes these attempts 
to educate the public. 

The complaint of viewers is that all three 
networks are often showing "cultural” prog- 
rams at rhe same time. Sincerely mourned by 
many is a regular Saturday night program Au 
Theatre Ce Soir in which the TV public joined 
the audience at a Paris theater and w’atched 
some boulevard success — often a translated 
London or Broadway comedy — in which the 
stars were well-loved performers, often of an 
implausibly advanced age.

U.S. report links smoking to cancer 


SINGAPORE. Feb. 22 (R) — Singapore 
Monday ordered two Soviet nationals, one a 
diplomat, to leave within 24 hours after accu- 
sing them of spying. A Home Ministry anno- 
uncement said Soviet diplomat Anatoly Lar- 
kin had tried to obtain sensitive military info- 
rmation from a Singapore army officer and 
said marine superintendent Alexander Bon- 
darev had recruited a local businessman for 
his intelligence network. 

The Soviet Embassy declined to comment 
on the expulsions. A Tass correspondent said 
the two men and their families would leave 
Singapore Monday night. The Singapore 
action followed Indonesia's expulsion this 
month of two Soviet diplomats and the man- 
ager of the Soviet Aeroflot's Jakarta office for 
spying activities. 

Malaysia, another member of the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN), 
ordered three Soviet diplomats to leave last 
July after accusing them of espionage. Like 
Indonesia and Malaysia, .Singapore was not 
expected to allow the expulsions to disrupt its 
diplomatic ties with Moscow, official sources 
said. 


The government said Larkin, the second 
secretary and press liaison officer at the Sov- 
iet Embassy, had posed as a Swedish journal- 
ist and offered money to the army officer "to 
entice him to cooperate." But it said the offi- 
cer reported the matter to his superiors. Bon- 
darev, who was employed by the 
government-owned Keppel Shipyard, had 
induced the local businessman to cooperate 
by promising him business deals, it said. 

Singapore and Moscow established dipl- 
omatic ties in June. 1968. This was the first 
time that any Soviet diplomat has been asked 
to leave Singapore for espionage activities. 
Moscow maintains a large embassy here and 
Soviet merchant ships call at Singapore regu- 
larly for repairs and supplies. The Soviet 
Norodny Bank also has a major operation 
here. 

Singapore has been a severe critic of Soviet 
policies on Kampuchea and has accused 
Moscow of trying lo spread its influence in 
the region through Vietnam. But Singapore 
leaders always have maintained that political 
ideologies should not be a barrier for econo- 
mic and cultural ties between countries. 


Indonesian official passes 
marine documents to Russia 


JAKARTA, Feb. 22 (R) — An Indones- 
ian arrested this month for spying gave the 
Soviet Union details of research that could 
help Soviet submarines slip undetected betw- 
een the Indian and Pacific oceans, authorita- 
tive sources said Monday. 

Lt. Col. Susdaryanto, now waiting to be 
charged after allegedly passing film and doc- 
uments to a Soviet military attache, gave 
Moscow the fruits of four years’ joint United 
States-Indonesian hydrographic research 
costing tens of millions of dollars, the sources 
said. 

A high-level Indonesian official who 
asked not to be identified, told Reuters the 
documents included detailed information 
that would allow Russian submarines to pass 
through Indonesian territorial waters with 
much less danger of detection by sonar devi- 
ces. 

The arrest of Susdaryanto was followed by 
the expulsion of a Soviet military attache, the 
departure of another Soviet diplomat, bann- 
ing of flights by the Soviet airline Aeroflot 
and deportation of its local head, Alexander 
Hnenko, who is said by Western embassies to 


be a senior officer in Soviet military intellige- 
nce. 

The official said Susdaryanto, a senior hyd- 
rographer at Jakarta's Tanjung Priok naval 
base, was suspected of spying for the Russi- 
ans for at least five years, but his role was 
detected only about two months ago as the 
result of a routine security check. 

"The Russians don't like to send their 
submarines through the Malacca Straits 
(between Singapore and Sumatra) because it 
is so shallow they have to go through on the 
surface," the official said. 

The documents contained i analyses of 
marine strata of high density and salinity in 
the straits of Makassar between Borneo and 
Sulawesi, he said. The data are important for 
submarines because if they travel under the 
layers, sonar pulses tend to be reflected from 
the layer rather than the vessel. 

Informed diplomatic sources said the 
3,600-ton United States Navy survey vessel 
C/55 Chouvenet has been working on the sur- 
vey in the Makassar Straits since 1979 in 
coordination with Indonesian survey vessels 
and aircraft.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 22 (AP) — Ciga- 
rette smoking is "a major cause" of cancer 
of the lung, larynx and exophagus and "a 
contributory factor" in bladder, kidney and 
pancreatic cancer, the U.S. surgeon general 
reported Monday. Although the surgeon 
general began compiling reports on smok- 
ing in 1964, the annual one issued Monday 
is the first devoted to assessing the associa- 
tions between smoking and specific types of 
cancer. 

The U.S. surgeon general is the head of 
the Public Health Service Corps, a govern- 
ment work force comprising over 500.000 
people, whose task is to assure high public 
health standards. The report by surgeon 
general C. Everett Koop described lung 
cancer as “largely a preventable disease." 
estimating that S5 percent of lung cancer 
deaths could be avoided if Americans never 
smoked. 

Koop cited various studies suggesting 
that 22 percent to 38 percent of all cancer 
deaths can be attributed to smoking and 
said all of those are "potentially avoidable if 
smoking did not exist as a human behav- 
ior." Cancer was responsible for 412.000 
^ deaths in the United States in 1980 and is

Koop's report also stated that there is a 
link between the number of cigarettes smo- 
ked per day and the death rate from cancer. 
And, the longer an ex-smoker avoids riga- 
retes, the lower his cancer death rale. 

The surgeon general's report, entitled 
"The Health Consequences of Smoking: 


Cancer." directly contradicts an analysis of 
data on the effects of smoking collected by 
the Tobacco Institute, the association repr- 
esenting the smoking products industry. 
The industry report, issued Thursday in ant- 
icipation of the surgeon general's analysis, 
concluded that there is no direct evidence 
that smoking causes any kind of cancer. 

Cigar and pipe smoking are causal factors 
for lung and laryngeal.oral cavity and esop- 
hagus cancer, the surgeon general's report 
said. Long-term use of snuff "appears to be 
a factor in the development of cancers of the 

oral cavity, particularly cancers of the cheek 
and gum "according to the re port. Combin- 
ing alcohol and cigarettes increases the risk 
of cancer of the larynx, oral cavity and exo- 
phagus. the report said. 

The surgeon general estimated that in 
1975. the year for which most recent esti- 
mates were available, lung cancer cost the 
nation S3. 8 billion in lost earnings, $379.5 
million in short-term hospital costs and S78 
million in physicians' fees. 

The report said 95 percent of those who 
have stopped smoking did so without help 
from an organized smoking cessation prog-

"So do 1," Murdoch replied after a pause. 

After more than seven hours of negotia- 
tions with print union chiefs, Murdoch exten- 
ded the deadline by 24 hours, but the 197- 
year-old Times and The Sunday Times, foun- 
ded in 1822, remained on the brink Monday. 

In the past year, the 50-year-old Austral- 
ian appears to have retrodden the longer road 
— 14 years and $70 million in losses — which 
the previous owners, the Canadian -based 
Thomson Organization, followed before they 
gave up and sold last Feb. 12. 

The current deadline comes on the heels of 
a previous closure threat by Murdoch last 
October following a three-day pay strike by 
printers who run The Sunday Times presses. 

The headline in The Times and its rivals tell 
the same story of ultimatums and confronta- 
tions of the strike-plagued Thomson years: 
'"Times' Crisis" "Waning Times," “How 
Many More Tunes.” One difference is that 
Murdoch has pledged he will never sell, but 
simply close both newspapers.

"You are a pilgrim of freedom," Mrs. 
Gandhi told the 60-year-old Tanzanian pres- 
ident as he received the award. "Africa is 
awake, its vitality is stirring the world. Our 
guest here embodies the spirit of resurgent 
Africa” she said. The prize established by 
the London-based Third World Foundation 
was given to the Tanzanian president for his 
outstanding contribution to Third World 
development 

Mrs. Gandhi called Nyerere a "gentle per- 
son who has the habit of becoming the center 
of whatever group or gathering he might be 
in. The Third World Foundation could not 
have made a happier choice. It is with special 
pleasure that I present tins prize to President 
Nyerere today." she said. 

The first recipient of the award was Raul 
Prebish. adviser to the secretary-general of 
the United Nations on development probl- 
ems in 1980. Nyerere is the second person to 
receive the award.

BRUSSELS. Feb. 22 ( R) — U.S. Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig said in an interview 
Sunday that the United States does not feel 
that its European allies are drifting rwav. He 
also told Belgian journalists with Foreign 
Minister Leo Tinde mans on hisvirii ;o Wash- 
ington this week that the Soviet Union had 
overstepped the bounds of tolerance. 

"The United States docs not feel that its 
European allies are drifting away from ft. Of 
course there are often causes for disappoint- 
ment and frustration on both sides of the 
Atlantic, but this is normal in the working of 
an alliance between sovereign states," be was 
quoted as saying by the Belgian television. 

In .spite of differences, he said, the cohe- 
sion of the NATO alliance had never been 
greater — citing the Madrid conference on 
European security and the West's unanimous 
condemnation of the Soviet Union for events 
in Poland. 

"The Soviet Union must understand there 
are bounds to tolerance and that it has overs- 
tepped them," Haig was quoted as saying. “I 
myself pleaded for detente with previous 
U.S. governments but since then there has 
been Ethiopia, Angola, North and South 
Yemen, Cambodia. Afghanistan and now 
Poland while the Soviet Union has never 
supplied so many arms to Cuba as now," he 
added. 

Haig voiced concern over economic rela- 
tions between the United States and tbe Eur- 
opean Common Market, saying that 1982 
could well turn out to be a year of confronta- 
tion. He said an economic war must be avoi- 
ded and that problems caused by the Euro- 
pean farm and steel sectors should be solved 
by dialogue. Haig said a U.S. delegation 
would travel next week to Europe to discuss 
the problems linked to the U.S. embargo on 
the sale of high technology products to the 
Soviet Union.

(PLM) allegedly engaged - in the liqu- 
idation of policemen in the country. 

Defense Minister Juan Ponce E-nrile publ- 
icly identified Prudente. former president cf 
the state-run Philippine College of Comme- 
rce, Polytechnic University of the Philippi- 
nes. as head of this new group, which he said 
aimed to overthrow the government. 

The armed forces chief of staff, Gen. 
Fabian Ver, first told newsmen during info- 
rmal talks last week about the existence of the 
PLM urban guerrilla group. Gen. Ver said 
Prudente had been the object of a manhunt 
by mifitaiy operatives, who missed him dur- 
ing a raid on his suspected hideout last week. 
He said the manhunt had now been expanded 
to Cavite. Laguna and Batangas provinces, 
south of Manila. Prudente was arrested after 
President Ferdinand Marcos declared martial 
law in 1972, but was released following 
detainment in a military camp. 
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WASHINGTON. Feb. 22 ( R) — A senior 
White House aide said President Ronald 
Reagan would consider alternatives to his 
controversial 1 983 budget provided they did 
not call for retreat from his basic economic 
program. 

Chief of staff James Baker defended Rea- 
gan's spending plan which calls for S27 billion 
worth of new cuts in already drastically redu- 
ced social programs and an 1 8 percent incre- 
ase in defense expenditure. 

The White House budget for financial 
1983. beginning next Oct. 1. also projects a 
$91.5 million deficit. 

Baker said when Congress returns from a 
10-day recess Monday, it would face the 
same hard choices as Reagan had and he 
predicted members would see there was no 
easy answer. 

"The president understands the budget 
process is a joint venture, but the ball now is 
in Congress' court.” he said in a television ’ 
interview. But he added it was a ’two-wav 


srreet’ and Reagan was willing to listen to 
‘comprehensive alternatives.' He would not. 
however, consider piecemeal suggestions or 
those that retreated from his economic prog- 
ram of spending and tax cuts. Baker added. 

The president's proposed budget has been 
met by a barrage of criticism from opposition 
Democrats and some members of his own 
Republican Party w ho consider the huge def- 
icit unacceptable. 

But Baker said the American people stro- 
ngly supported the ‘constituent elements* of 
Reagan's proposal and opinion polls had 
shown a majority did not want higher taxes or 
reductions in defense spending. Budget Dire- 
ctor David Stockman also said Sunday that 
the administration w*ould not ‘summarily rej- 
ect' alternatives to the president's spending 
plan. He told a meeting of the National Gov- 
ernors' Association that ‘we arc willing to 
examine and scrutinize other proposals, but 
we won't retreat from the basic economic 
policies established last year.’ 


GENEVA. Feb. 22 (AFP) - The United 
States still hacks a United Nulions-sponsorcd 
common fund for basic commodities, even 
though it has deferred its credit request to 
Congress to finance its contribution. U.S. 
Ambassador Geoffrey Swachc said here 
Monday. 

He was commenting on repons that the 
$74 million concerned had been dropped 
from the 1 983-85 budget. 

"The U.S. position on the common fund 
remains unchanged, and the decision to drop 
the budget authority requests will not precl- 
ude U.S. ratification ” he said. 

The fund is intended to finance buffer 
stocks. The 1 980 agreement to set it has been 
signed by 77 countries, but ratified by only 
22. A total of 90 nations, accounting for two- 
thirds of contributions, need to ratifv the agr- 
eement for the fund to come into effect. Swa- 
ebe said that in view of the slow pace of 
ratification, the U.S. budget decision “will 
not delay the beginning of the common fund 
operations.” 


Indira urges 9-point global cooperation plan 


NEW DELHI Feb. 21. f R) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi called Monday 
for immediate negotiations between rich and 
poor nations in a nine-point charter for effec- 
tive global economic cooperation. 

Mrs. Gandhi was inaugurating a 44-narion 
Third World conference convened as a 
follow-up to last October's summit meeting 
in Cancun. Mexico, between the developed 
countries of the northern hemisphere and the 
poorer countries of the south. 

She told the three-day conference that the 
Third World was deeply concerned at the 
visible deterioration in the global economy 
since the Cancun summit. “Unchecked, this 
disturbing trend can have disastrous conseq- 
uences for mankind.” she said. 

The charter proposed by Mrs. Gandhi incl- 
uded increased food production in develop- 


ing countries, altering the present decline in 
the flow of assistance from developed to dev- 
eloping countries and reversing protection- 
ism in trade. 

Senior officials from participating countr- 
ies were joined at the opening ceremony by 
Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere. who 
arrived Sunday on a five-day state visit. A 
message from United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar said the eco- 
nomic and social development of the develo- 
ping countries must no longer remain the 
by-product of economic activity in the devel- 
oped world. 

“The steadily worsening economic envi- 
ronment merely reinforces the compelling 
necessity for global negotiations to promote a 
more predictable and stable climate for deve- 
lopment.” Perez de Cuellar said. “The Uni- 


ted Nations continues to provide the only 
acceptable and viable universal framework 
for the furtherance of cooperation among 
nations. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who called the conference to 
discuss ways to secure more aid from industr- 
ialized countries and promote cooperation 
within the Third World, said inter- 
dependence was the rationale of the dialogue 
and cooperation between North and South. 
“It is unfortunate that we lose this perspec- 
tive and get bogged down on formulations 
and debates over procedural matters.” she 
added. 

The climate for development aid had w ors- 
ened. sharply accentuating the problems of 
many oil-importing countries. Mrs. Gandhi 
said. 


LONDON. Feb. 22 ( R) — A mysterious 
tin buyer, who has unsettled world markets 
for months during a billion dollar buying 
spree, may force a crunch this week by 
demanding that some leading metal dealers 
deliver 20.000 tons of tin. 

By the end of this week, a small group of 
dealers on the London Metal Exchange 
l LME). the major tin trading market, need 
to find up to 20.000 tons fordelhery under 
contracts made three months ago. 

Bui their only visible source of supply is 
on a spot market that has been pushed to 
record levels by the mystery buyer, with a 
ton of tin costing nearly SI 7.000. 

When a smaller number of contracts for 
future delivery fell due earlier this month, 
the LME authorities, saying abnormal for- 
ces were at work, permitted traders caught 
short ro postpone their obligations by pay- 
ing their clients a penalty of about S3G0 a 
day for every undelivered ton of metal. 

But the major commitments due this 
week might not be deferred so neatly and 
the buyer might force the dealers to live up 
to the letter of the contracts and come up 
With the metal. 

Thailand hints at 
changing tax law 

BANGKOK. Feb. 22 [AP-DJj — Thai- 
land intends to alter the way it collects taxes 
and royalties from energy companies in order 
to gi\e investors a “proper capital return” 
Industry Minister Chatichai Choonhavan 
said. 

Speaking ro 300 delegates to an oil-shale 
and lignite sy mposium. Chatichai dicT t give 
any indication of specific changes Thailand 
would make in existinglaw s. Observers noted 
that speculation has grown that Thailand w ill 
revise its regulations on resource develop- 
ment. The minister' s comments were inten- 
ded to calm fears that revisions could make 
Thailand a less-attractive investment for pri- 
vate companies, they said.

Women now put in less work hours 


HONG KONG. Feb. 22 (Depthnews) — 
Women hate been putting in less hours of 
work compared with men in the manufactur- 
ing sector, according to the latest \Yeorbook of. 
Labor Statistics of the International Labor 
Office. 

The information, however, isn't surprising. 
Women are still largely responsible for health 
and home although many have become the 
principal wage-earners for their families. 

The difference in workweek length for the 
sexes ranged from some six hours in Norway 
to about one hour in Luxembourg, said the 


ILO yearbook. 

Although not all reporting countries gave 
figures with the male- female breakdown, the 
data are believedto be fairly representative of 
the situation m_Westem manufac turing. 

In Australia, women worked for 34.4 
hours per week on the average while men 
worked for 39.1 hours in 1980. Other countr- 
ies showed a similar situation with the follow- 
ing ratios: 39-2:35.1 in Israel; 43.7:36.9 in 
Irelan'd: 42.4:38.4 in Japan; 40.2:38.4 in 
Luxembourg: 31:25.8 hi Norway; and 
41.9:37.3 in the United Kingdom.

Egypt imposes import curbs 


CAIRO, Feb. 22 (R) — Egyptian Prime 
Minister Fouad Mohieddin has announced 
new measures to tighten controls on foreign 
imports as part of a program to strengthen 
domestic production and boost the country's 
economic performance. 

He told the People's Assembly (parlia- 
ment) during the weekend that the govern- 
ment wanted to rationalize imports and regu- 
late more closely the way foreign trade was 
financed. In a policy statement Saturday, he 
said the government would also introduce a 
bifl in the current parliamentary session 
aimed at reorganizing the bureaucracy- 

U.K. pressed 
to cut oil price 

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AFP) — New press- 
ure is being put on the British National Oil 
Coiporation (BNOC) to make a second oil 
price cul, industry sources said here Monday. 

They said the pressure stemmed from an 
accelerating downward movement of spot oil 
prices since BNOC dropped its base price 
from $36.5 to $35 a barrel on Feb. 8. 

The sources said BNOC clients were indig- 
nant at having to pay this new price when 
crude oil from Britain's principal North Sea 
oil well. Forties was fetching only $29 to 
29.50 a barrel — as much as $6 less.

while the highest category was made up of 
luxury goods. Dr. Hashim said. 

.The govern mentis already operating a sim- 
ilar category system for imports, but the mini- 
ster said the new regulations would help to 
protect Egyptian industry and organize fore- 
ign trade better by providing a more suitable 
framework within which importers would 
operate. 

Dr. Hashim said a special committee set up 
to rationalize imports would be expanded to 
include representatives of Egypt's different 
economic sectors. 

The committee would in the future be 
asked to examine the prices importers were 
charging in Egypt for their goods before an 
import licence was granted, he added. In his 
weekend statement the prime minister also 
said the government would be tightening up 
on foreign currency regulations. 

Egyptian nationals returning from abroad 
would be required to deposit all foreign curr- 
ency over the equivalent of 1,000 Egyptian 
pounds ($1,200) in a bank within 72 hours.

LONDON. Feb. 22 (AFP) — After a slow 
start because of the holiday in the United 
States, chartering improved on the freight 
market last week, with Soviet inquiry circula- 
ting for both grain and sugar vessels. 

More details of the recent ore and coal 
charters also came to light, but it was the 
Soviet activity that created most interest, 
their charterers were thought to have taken at 
least 1 5 to 20 vessels in one day, and probably 
in London alone, on a time basis. They were 
also in the market for trans-Atlantic round 
voyage Europe-USA for grain, and also for 
trips from Australia. Typical payments were 
reported to be $3,300 for 28.000 tonners in 
the Atlantic. Besides, a 64,000 tenner was 
paid $4,000 per day for spot. According to 
the USDA^ these latest sales to the USSR 
have raised Soviet purchases in 1981/1 982 to 


nearly 11.4 million tons of grain. 

The Soviet Union was also said to be seek- 
ing tonnage to lift sugar from such diverse 
regions as Thailand. Australia, the Dominic- 
can Republic and Europe. A 1 1 ,000 ton bulk 
sugar shipment was probably arranged from 
the Philippines to the Soviet Black Sea for 
February at $34.

EEC agrees 
to hit back 
against Japan 

BRUSSELS, Feb. 22 (AFP) —The Eur- 
opean Economic Community (EEC) should 
retaliate against Japan if Tokyo refuses to lift 
trade restrictions, the EEC council of foreign 
ministers agreed here Monday. 

The foreign ministers generally welcomed 
the European Commission's proposals to 
resort to article 23 of the Gen eral agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) allowing retal- 
iation against Japan if necessary. 

But they stopped short of ordering the 
commission to begin any procedure in terms 
of GATT if Japan refused to lift tariff and 
other barriers against EEC exports, sources 
close to the council said. The commission also 
urged Japan to moderate its exports of such 
sensitive items as cars, television sets and 
machine tools. 

ft advocated a common EEC approach to 
protection against Japanese imports — a 
proposal resisted vigorously by France and 
Italy, who do not wish to modify their own 
regulations. 

The EEC ministers instructed their per- 
manent ambassadors to Brussels to draw up a 
common strategy to counter the EECs $15 
billion trade imbalance with Japan. 

Steel output rises 
by three percent 

BRUSSELS, Feb. 22 (AP) — Steel output 
in the non-Communist world rose 3 percent 
in January, but fell 4.2 percent from a year 
earleir to 35.8 million metric tons, the Inter- 
national Iron and Steel Institute (IISI) repor- 
ted Monday. 

The monthly rise was due mainly to a 7.3 
percent increase in steel output in the Euro- 
pean Economic Community to 10.4 million 
tons, IISI said. 

It said the year-on-year decline in produc- 
tion was due to the sharp 27.1 percent drop in 
U.S. steel output. U.S. steel production rose 
0.6 percent in January from December, going 
to 7 million tons. Japan's output went up 3.2 
percent to 8.8 million tons and production in 
the other IISI countries stabilized at 9.5 mil- 
lion tons, the steel institute said.

Dollar rates remain stable

JEDDAH. Feb. 22 — The American cur- 
rency opened on a mixed note Monday, but 
in general held its ground. Eurodollar depo- 
sit rates opened weak but later rose as insti- 
tutions began trading more heavily in the 
short-term funds, while keeping a waiy eye 
on what might happen in the New York 
money markets Monday night. 

Gold fell back further to $365 per ounce 
from Friday levels of $367 per ounce. Bul- 
lion dealers noted that there was less selling 
pressure noted Monday compared to last 
weekend's rapid falls fueled by large Russ- 
ian sales of gold. 

In the local markets, riyal deposit rates 
were mixed with some slight rises recorded 
in the shorter end of the market as banks 
squared some short positions. In the local 
exchanges, spot riyal/dollar rates fluctuated 
from opening levels of 3.4195-05 to 
3.4103-13 by close of business. 

The American currency was helped by a 
slight change of sentiment over dollar inter- 
est rale trends. While the general feeling 
over the weekend was that may be dollar 
interest rate rises had reached their “peak", 
the feeling in Europe Monday was more 
cautious and divided. Money market deal- 
ers were still pointing to the large American 
federal budget deficit situation and that sta- 
tement coming out of the U.S. administra- 
tion last week showed a more ’tolerant" 
attitude' towards the money supply figures 
seen to date with last week $3.1 billion fall 
being an exception to the general trend. 

Eurodollar one -month deposit rates rose 
to 15 — 15 Vs percent from opening levels 
of 14 15/16 — 15 1/16 percent, while the 
key three-month ratq.was traded at 15 Vb — 
15’% percent by mid-day in London. New 
York opening on Monday night will show 
Vwh ether this slight upward trend can be 


maintained. 

In the exchange markets, the British 
pound fell back from Friday levels of 
1.8630 to reach 1.8530 Monday. Dealers 
attributed this to profit-taking and some 
general uneasiness as to the faci that sterl- 
ing rose rapidly from 1.80/1 . 8 1 levels to 
reach 1 .86 levels in one week. Thus becom- 
ing over-valued. The yen was similarly hit to 
reach 233. UU levels from Friday's 230.10. 
while the mark was more stable at 2.3470 
levels. The Swiss franc and French franc 
held their ground too, to trade at I.876U 
and 5.9890 respectively. 

In the local money markets, riyal deposit 
rates opened on a weak tone with one- 
month JIBOR rate being quoted at 12 % — 
1 3 V * percent — the low. fcst for the past two 
weeks. Over the day, however, riyal rates 
firmed slightly in the shorter periods to take 
the one-month to 12 % — 13 % percent 
and the one-week fixed to 13 — 13 Vi per- 
cent from 1 2 Vb — 13 V* percent levels. In 
the longer periods, the one-year remained 
relatively unchanged at 13 % — 13 % per- 
cent. but some transactions in the six to nine 
month tenors brought the one-year period 
down ro 13 — 13 Vz percent by close of 
business.

Japan , Iran to resume project talks 

TOKYO, Feb. 22 (AFP) — The Japanese 
Mitsui group, which is the Iranian govern- 
ment's partner in the Bandar Khomeini petr- 
ochemical complex, sent a team to Iran over 
the weekend for further talks on its participa- 
tion in this still uncompleted project. 

The complex is 80 percent terminated, but 
the Iranian revolution, and later the Iraqi- 
lranian conflict, has halted the work.

“It is up to the Iranians to decide whether 


they want to go on," a Mitsui executive said 
here.

The newspaper Asahm said the five Mitsui 
subsidiaries involved in the project have 
decided that by next Saturday, the legal dead-

Foster gains England color 


LONDON, Feb. 22. ( R) — England man- 
ager Ron Greenwood sprang two major surp- 
rises Monday when he named his side to play 
Northern Ireland in the opening British Soc- 
cer Championship match at Wembley Tues- 
day. 

Greenwood, who made nine changes to the 
side which clinched a place in the World Cup 
finals by beating Hungary 1-0 in November, 
called in Brighton central defender Steve 
Foster but left out West Bromwich striker 
Cyrille Regis. 

Foster, 24, gains his first cap alongside 
Dave Watson of Stoke, who has been recalled 
at the age of 35. at the expense of Liverpool's 
Phil Thompson. The exclusion of Regis is 
bound to cause arguments. The West Bromw- 
ich striker has scored 19 times this season, the 
third highest tally in the First Division, and 
was generally expected to be given the chance 
at international level. England, who meet 
France. Czechoslovakia and Kuwait in 
Group Four in Spain will face the Irish with- 
out a recognised center forward. 

Greenwood opted to play safe by naming 
Kevin Keegan and Trevor Francis up front 
with Aston Villa's Tony Morley, who came 
on as substitute against Hungary, on the left 
wine. Keegan and Manchester United midfie- 


lder Bryan Robson are the only two survivors 
from the team which started the match agai- 
nst the Hungarians. 

But Regis may not have lost the chance of 
grabbing a World Cup place. "Cyrille wfll 
probably be on the bench and if we get the 
opportunity to put him on it will be up to him 
to take his chance,’* Greenwood said. If Nor- 
thern Ireland survive the opening phase in 
Spain — they are drawn in Group Five with 
the hosts, Yugoslavia and Honduras — the 
two nations could meet in the later stages of 
the World Cup and possibly cause worries to 
England team. 

"This game is particularly important. Fac- 
ing players from your own club, or those with 
whom you are familiar from league games is 
always a problem,” Greenwood said. ‘TU be 
reminding my players of Northern Ireland’s 
tremendous record since Billy Binhbam took 
over. He has only a small squad but has done 
magnificently.” 

In Karachi, China and Bangladesh played 
to a scoreless tie here Monday on the 11th 
day of the International Football Tourna- 
ment. Iran leads the tournament with nine 
points, followed by Pakistan juniors with 
seven, and China and Oman both with five.

Most players — good, bad or 
indifferent — bid naturally 
rather than artificially. And 
so, when they .bid hearts they 
generally have hearts, and 
when they bid dubs they 
generally have clubs, and so 
on. 

But in the top echelons of 
bridge there are some pairs 
who employ very exotic 
methods and bid suits that 
have almost nothing to do with 
their holdings in these suits. 

One pair in this category, 
who have been doing well in 
national championships in re- 
cent years, are Ron Rubin and 
Mike Becker of New York- 
They held the East-West cards 
during the Vanderbilt team-of- 
four championship in 1978 and 
got to six spades as shown. 

By way of explanation, and 
not for instructional purposes, 
here is an interpretation of 
what the bids meant: 

One Spade. Normal bid;

Two dubs. Artificial game- 
forcing bid.

Where are your 
controls located? 

Six Diamonds. I have con- 
trols in all three suits and ex-

of that suit. (Thus, if Rubin

LONDON, Feb. 22 (AP) — Polish Deputy 
Prime Minister Mieczyslaw Rakowski was 
quoted Monday as saying that if the military 
had not launched its controversial crackdown 
last Dec. 1 3, “blood would have flowed like 
rivers.” 

In the first instalment of a two-part interv- 
iew published in The Times of London — the 
second is to be printed Tuesday — Rakowski 
defended the imposition of martial law in 
Poland and said the step was taken without 
pressure from Moscow. He also accused the 
West of being “naive" in believing that Solid- 
arity could have forced his country out of the 
"military and political order 1 ' of the Warsaw 
Pact alliance. 

Rakowski, faced with a series of blunt que- 
stions from Italian Free-lance journalist On- 
ana Fallaci. who is famous for her cross- 
examinations of world leaders, blamed extr- 
emists in the now-outlawed Solidarity union 
for what has happened in Poland. 

Meanwhile, Poland 1 s state-run media 
Monday reported without comment the pla- 
nned visit in early March of Polish leader 
Gen. Wojciech Jaruzetski to Moscow and 
launched new attacks on the Solidarity lead- 
ership. 

The Communist daily Trybuna Ludu carr- 
ied a brief Polish news agency item saying 
Jaruzelski would lead a Communist Party 
delegation to the Kremlin in early March, but 
did not elaborate. 

The visit will be the first to the Soviet capi- 
tal by Jaruzelski since his declaration of mar- 
tial law and establishment of a ruling military 
Council of National Redemption last Dec. 
13. 

His visit will come just after a Communist 
Party central committee meeting, the first 
plenary session since martial law. 

It was not immediately dear if the visit had 
been arranged prior to announcemeht of the 
committee meeting, set for Wednesday and 
Thursday. If it was arranged afterward, polit- 
ical observers said it may have been designed 
to strengthen Jaruzelskf s hand at the meet- 




arty sources and others have said that 
Jaruzelski, who is seen as a relative moderate 
favoring reforms in the economy and revival 
of independent, albeit apolitical trade unions, 
has been facing some oposition from more 
orthodox and anti-reform party hard liners. 

Jaruzelski is expected to report on the 
party’s status during his meeting with Krem- 
lin leaders, who seem to have adopted a 
wait-and-see attitude tow ard Po land.

Military tribunal 
tries 4 dissidents 


WARSAW, Feb. 22 (AFP) — Four lead- 
ers of a dissident Polish organization went on 
trial for a second time here Monday — this 
time before a military tribunal — after incon- 
clusive seven-month-long proceedings at a 
civilian court prior to the military dampdown 
last December. The four men on trial are 
Leszek Maczulski, president of the Confed- 
eration of independent Poland, Romuald 
Szermietiew, Brianski and Tadeusz Jandzis- 
zak, the Polish news agency PAP reported. 

The indictment said they were accused of 
“activities in Poland and abroad aiming to 
weaken Poland's defensive capability, break 
its alliance with the Soviet Union and force- 
fully overthrow the constitutional regime.”

Japan to enforce sanctions 


TOKYO, Feb. 22 (AP) — The Japanese 
government has decided to enforce new, alb- 
eit mild sanctions a gains t Poland and the Sov- 
iet Union, Japan's Kyodo news service repor- 
ted Monday. 

The move is an apparent attempt by Japan 
to show its disapproval for the martial law 
crackdown in Poland which Japanese Foreign 
Minister Yoshio Sakurauchi last week said 
was the "responsibility" of the Soviet Union. 

Kyodo said the terms of the sanctions 
would be announced by Chief Cabinet Secre- 
tary Kiichi Miyazawa Tuesday after they are 
approved by the cabinet at a meeting to be 
presided over by Prime Minister Zenko Suz- 
uki. 


Foreign Ministry officials were not avail- 
able to confirm the late night report. The 
sanctions, against Poland will include a ban 


on new credits to the Polish military regime 
and travel restrictions against Polish diplom- 
ats in Tokyo, Kyodo said, quoting govern- 
ment sources. 

It said the sanctions against the Soviet 
Union include indefinite postponement of 
the annual consultative meeting scheduled to 
be held sometime this summer in Tokyo 
under the 1981 Japanese-Soviet trade and 
payment agreement. Japan will also scale 
down scientific and technological exchanges 
with the Soviet Union, the dispatch said. In 
addition, it said, Japan will not approve a 
Soviet request to open a trade office in 
Osaka, western Japan. 

Kyodo said the sanctions were milder than 
expected because Japan considered the curr- 
ent situation "delicate.” It said Japan would 
impose further sanctions should the political 
situation worsen. j

Post refused information 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP) — The 
U.S. Supreme Court Monday refused to let 
The Washington Post immediately get infor- 
mation which the State Department says may 
jeopardize if published, the safety of two Ira- 
nian officials. 

The justices said they will not retreat from 
a commitment, made fast Nov. 9, to study the 
government's attempt to block the newspa- 
per's access to State Department files. 

As issue is an interpretation of an exemp- 
tion carved out of the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act, a 1966 law aimed at curtailing gove- 
rnment secrecy. 

The exemption protects from mandatory 
disclosure "personnel and medical files and 
similar files the disclosure of which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy.” 

The Post filed an FOIA lawsuit after State 
Department officials refused to release info- 
rmation telling whecherornot Ibrahim Yazdi 
and Ali Behzadnia are U.S. citizens. 


Yazdi left his position as Iranian foreign 
minister shortly after the takeover of the 
American Embassy in Iran. He subsequently 
was elected to the Iranian revolutionary Parl- 
iament. Behzadnia had been a senior officer 
in the Iranian Ministry of National Guidance. 

Lower courts ruled that the sought-after 
information did not fall within the FOIA 
exemption and therefore bad to be released. 
Government lawyers told the Supreme Court 
that “disclosure of such information, if it 
exists, (likely) would result in physical harm 
to the two men.” 

But in a paper filed with the court Jan. 20, 
Post lawyers contended that new revelations 
greatly weaken the government's argument. 

The court was told that the Iran Times rep- 
orted last Nov. 1 3 that Behzadnia now lives in 
Michigan and that two recently published 
books report that Yazdi is a U.S. citizen. Bec- 
ause of such reports, the Post *s lawyers said, 
any additional harm to the privacy interests 
of both men would be, at most, minimal. 


Nkomo ‘not going 9 into political exile 


LONDON. Feb. 22 (AP) — Joshua Nk- 
omo, dismissed from Zimbabwe's cabinet by 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe last week, 
said in an interview published Monday that 
he has “no intention” of going into political 
exile. 

"I will not leave this country ” Nkomo told 
The Times of London in an interview conduc- 
ted at his home in Pelandaba, Bulawayo. "I 
did my leaving when it was necessary and 
now, if anyone wants to shoot me, he can 
shoot me here.” 

Nkomo, former junior partner in Mugabe's 
coalition government, was sacked after being 
accused by Mugabe of stockpiling arms to 
overthrow the premier. 


"You would have expected that he would 
have asked for my assistance,” said Nkomo. 
(But) "Wbat we had was exaggeration and 
dramatization right from the start”. 

Nkomo claimed the real reason he was 
dismissed was because of his efforts to coord- 
inate rival tribal factions since the country 
gained independence from Britain in April, 
1980.” He could not believe it was genuine,” 
said Nkomo. "He could not believe I would 
do it for the country. He started feeling unc- 
omfortable.” 


Nkomo said the future of his party would 
be discussed at a meeting of its central comm- 
ittee in Bulawayo this week. 
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.^-•PEKING. Feb. 22 (AFP) — Khmer Rouge 
leader Khieu Samphan and former Cambo- 
dian chief of state Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
Monday sent a telegram to former Premier 
Son Sann urging _ him to join them in Peking 
for talks on an anti- Vietnamese coalition. 

The text of the telegram was given to repo- 
rters by the office of Prince Sihanouk. It was 
addressed to Son Sann in Paris. 

Son Sann, who like Prince Sihanouk, heads 
an anti- Communist group opposed to the 
Vietnamese in Cambodia, has so far refused 
to take pan in an anti- Vietnamese summit in 
Peking. The invitation to Son Sann followed 
talks Sunday between Prince Sihanouk and 
Khieu Samphan at which they agreed that 
any coalition should have a " minimum politi- 
cal program.” 

At their meeting, they stressed that the 
alliance should preserve the legal framework 
of Democratic Kampuchea — the Khm er 
Rouge regime which is still recognized by the 
United Nations despite its ouster from 
Phnom Penh three years ago after Vietnam- 
ese Army intervention. 

This is one of the points Son Sann has 
so far opposed because of the background of 
the Khmer Rouge, who have been blamed for 
the massacre of tens of thousands of Cambo- 
dians while they were in power between April 
1975 and January 1979. 

The Khieu-Sihanouk meeting was the first 
contact between anti-Vietnamese Cambo- 
dian movements since the Khm er Rouge rej- 
ected a proposal for a “loose coalition” last 
month. 

In September, the three anti- Vietnamese 
leaders held a summit in Singapore which led 
to t alks on an alliance. But they were unable 
to surmount their differences, especially on 
the question of how to share out responsibil- 
ity in a future coalition. 

These differences led the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations to propose the 
“loose coalition” in which each group would 
retain its independence. But the Khmer 
Rouge rejected the proposal, saying it would 
prejudice the international status of Democ- 
ratic Kampuchea. 

In Peking, Prince Sihanouk and Khieu 
Samphan agreed that participants in a coali- 
tion should retain their autonomy while resp- 
ecting unspecified "common rules" - 

Prince Sihanouk ruled out any possibility 
that he would joint up with the Khmer Rouge 
alone, without Son Sann’s backing. In a teleg- 
ram sent to one of his representatives in Paris, 
the- prince said: “There win be no bipartite 
coalition.” Prince Sihanouk and Khieu Sam- 
phan are scheduled to meet again Tuesday. 


Meanwhile, China wholeheartedly suppor- 
ted efforts by Kampuchean resistance groups 
to form the coalition, according to Premier 
Zhao Ziyang. He was speaking at a banquet 
for Khieu Samphan Sunday. 

On Sunday’s talks between Prince Sihan- 
ouk and Samphan, Premier Zhao said: “We 
wholeheartedly hope their meeting will bear 
fruit and promote the- just cause of tripartite 
union.” 

The Chinese government and people 
would support the Kampuchean people agai- 
nst the Vietnamese until final victory was 
won, he said. China is the mam backer and 
chief arms supplier of the Khm er Rouge. But 
many countries object to supporting the 
Khmer Rouge, which was widely condemned 
for extreme policies when in power. 

China and ASEAN have been sponsoring 
efforts to form the three-way coalition in 
hope of winning greater international back- 
ing at the United Nations and denying the 
seat to the Vietnamese-backed government 
in Phnom Penh. 

Meanwhile, Pol Pot, the hard-line ideolog- 
ist of the deposed Khmer Rouge regime, has 
recovered from high blood pressure which 
had him hospitalized in Bangkok, but his hea- 
lth is still poor, informed diplomatic sources 
in Bangkok said Monday. Pol Pot. is gener- 
ally believed to have the most responsibility 
for the bloody massacres in Cambodia when 
his regime was in power from 1975 to 1 979. 

The KHmer Rouge leader usually lives in a 
base in the northern province of Preah Vih- 
ear, Cambodia. He has long given up his job 
as premier, but is still regarded as the reg- 
ime’s top official and as one of its ideologi- 
cally harshest elements, although his name is 
no longer officially mentioned because of its 
bad associations. 

However, he remains the commander of 
some 25,000 to 35,000 Khmer Rouge guerri- 
llas pitted against the 200,000-odd Vietnam- 
ese Army in Cambodia which toppled his 
regime. Pol Pot was elected secretary-general 
of the Khmer Co mmunis t Party in 1963 and 
was premier from April 1976 to December 
1979.

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Viets attack U.S. 
on missing men 


HANOI, Feb. 22 (AP) — Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach said Monday Vietnam 
would not cooperate with the U.S. govern- 
ment in the search for the remains of Ameri- 
cans missing in action (MIA) if Washington 
continued to use the MIA issue as a "political 
weapon.” 

Thach was speaking to American newsmen 
on the eve of the arrival of a high-level U.S. 
mission to discuss the MIA question. led by 
U.S. Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Richard Armitage. 

He said Hanoi was angry about Washing- 
ton's reaction to the latest return of the 
remains of three American servicemen, 
which occurred after a U.S. delegation visited 
Hanoi in May 1081. U.S. officials questioned 
why the remains of one of the three took six 
years to be returned after the Vietnam War 
when he was known to have died years before 
the war ended in L975. 

Thach also stressed that Vietnam would 
not allow American search and recovery 
teams to work alongside Vietnamese in look- 
ing for further American remains. "We can 
do it ourselves. We do not need Americans 
here to help us.” 

Thatch said that rather than dealing with 
the U.S. government, Hanoi would work with 
American veteran organizations to solve 
what he said was a "humanitarian problem." 
The U.S. Defense Department still lists 2,500 
American servicemen as missing in action in 
Vietnam. To date the remains of 74 MLAs 
have been returned. 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 22 ( AP) — A group of 
experts of the nonaiigned inter- 
governmental council for coordination of 
information began two days of deliberations 
here Monday on ways to improve the multi- 
national news pool. 

More than 70 national agencies currently 
are members of the nonaiigned news pool, 
which was set up in July 1976 at a 
ministerial-level nonaiigned conference in 
New Delhi to make the Third World indepe- 
ndent of the “colonialism" of Western news 
organizations. 

The experts’ meeting, comprising delega- 
tes from Yugoslavia, Iraq, India, Cuba, 
Malta, Jordan, Guyana, Sri Lanka, Tunisia, 
Vietnam and Morocco, will prepare a report 
for submission to the inter-governmental 
council in Malta this summer. 

The delegates elected Indian Information 
and Broadcasting Secretary S.B. Lai as the 
chairman of their group, which besides sugg- 
esting a plan to “revitalize and inject more 
profession alism" in the news pool also will dis- 
cuss Third World aid to improve the poors 
communication infrastructure, a spokesman 
reported. 

Inaugurating the meeting, Indian Informa- 
tion and Broadcasting Minister Vasant Satire 
said there was a serious imbalance m the flow 
of information from the Third World to 
the West and that this could be redressed only 
with the establishment of a new international 
information order. 

“Facilities for collection and dissemination 
of news are at present not only concentrated 
in the hands of organizations primarily cater- 
ing to the advanced countries, but also depe- 
ndence on these facilities has caused great 
cultural alienation among the peoples of the 
developing countries,” the minister added. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (R) — TheNewTork 
Times Monday said an article it published in 
its magazine last December by a freelance 
writer on a trip supposedly made to Kampuc- 
hea with Khmer Rouge guerrillas was afabri- 
cation. 

A Times spokesman said the paper’s legal 
department was reviewing the incident to 
determine if it bad grounds to sue author 
Christopher Jones, 24, whose false account 
contained a claim to have spotted Khmer 
Rouge leader Pol Pot, who had not been seen 
by any Westerner since 1979. 

If the story was a fabrication, it was the 
latest in a series bf hoaxes to have surfaced in 
prominent American newspapers, bringing 
into question the matter of press credibility. 

The WaakingtomPost last year had to return 
a Pulitzer^ Prize when it discovered that one 
of its reporters, Janet Cooke, had made up a 
story about an imaginary eight-year-old her- 
oin addict 


Doubts about Jones’s story surfaced last 
month when tb zViRage Voice newspaper said 
the piece had contained a plagiarized passage 
of Andre Mabrairf s novel abort Cambodia of 
the 1920s called, The Royal Way. 

After .the Voice articleappeared the Times 
demanded an explanation from Jones, a free- 
lancer whose previous work on Kampuchea 
had appeared in Times magazine. 

When none was forthcoming, the paper 
assigned two correspondents and an editor to 
find Jones and confront him with the doubts 
about his work. 

The Times said the three traced Jones to 
his home in Calpe, Spain, over the weekend 
and in three days of questioning he admitted 
having fabri c ated the story, saying be had 
taken “a gamble.” 

He added, according to the paper, “unfor- 
tunately, the gamble was too big and wasn’t 
sufficiently researched or tied down. The 
gamble was a mistake.”
